Twenty students each also 
are named to second and 
third all-USA teams. 

The top 20 get a trophy and 
$2,500 cash award today at the 
AACJC convention here. The 
ceremony will be broadcast 
live over the Community Col¬ 
lege Satellite Network starting 
at 10 a.m. EDT. 

"Outstanding academic tal¬ 
ent certainly is not confined to 
four-year colleges,” says Tom 
Curley, USA TODAY presi¬ 
dent, who will present the 
awards. “This expands our 
commitment to recognize and 
to encourage scholarly 
achievement anywhere." 

Similar All-USA Academic 
Teams offer national recogni¬ 
tion and cash awards to high 
school and four-year college 
students. 

Today’s winners were se¬ 
lected, in a three-step Judging 
process, by panels of educa¬ 
tors assembled by Phi Theta 
Kappa. More than 400 stu¬ 
dents were nominated by 
their college presidents. 

Judges considered grades, 
activities In college and high 
school, community and public 
service, academic honors and 
awards and faculty recom¬ 
mendations. Heavy weight 
was given to a student’s essay 
describing a highlight of the 
two-year college experience. 

First-team members reflect 
the variety of the 5.7 million 
students at community, junior

and technical colleges. 

Their majors range from 
pre-medicine to hospitality 
management to aviation 
maintenance. Their grades 
average 3.86 on a scale in 
which 4.0 means all A's. 

Their ages range from 19 to 
55, averaging 28.7. Three are 
over 40, seven arc at least 30. 

Each comes with a resume 
full of social commitment 

The oldest winner, David 
Berggren, 55, of Honolulu, 
crosses Hawaii speaking on 
substance addiction. He’s in 
Alcoholics Anonymous. He 
also manages a homeless shel¬ 
ter and volunteers with a ser¬ 
vice for the deaf. 

One of the youngest Scot 
Blehm, 19, of ScottsbiufT, Neb., 
has overcome diabetes to 
make his college varsity bas¬ 
ketball team. 

"As a serious student-ath¬ 
lete,” says Blehm, ”1 have spo¬ 
ken to many young children in 
elementary schools stressing 
the importance of a quality 
education, striving for good 
grades and making smart 
choices.” 

Judith Levings, 43, of Mo- 
berly, Mo„ single mother of 
three, already has a daughter 
with a college degree. Levings 
now makes speeches from 
Georgia to Texas extolling the 
virtues of going to college. 

Eric Halamka, 19, of Port 
Huron, Mich., says he became 
a poet after taking a poetry 
class and has invented a style 
he calls a six-line poem. 

"The six-line poem,” he 
says, ‘‘is like any other form of 
poetry such as the sonnet or 
the limerick but with one ex¬ 
ception: 1 made it up.” 

Twenty of the nation's best 
high school students will be 
honored May 17 on the fifth 
annual All-USA High School 
Academic Team. The second 
All-USA College Team was an¬ 
nounced in February.

April 12, 1991 
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Members of the Legislature went home on Saturday, April 6, 
after extending the 1991 Session for "a period of more 
than three days." The intent is to return on April 23 
for two to five days to consider the reapportionment of 
legislative districts. Since this is an extension of the 
regular session, joint rules may be suspended and other issues 
(such as sovereign immunity) may be considered. 


Most of the bills on the enclosed Summary Of Bills Passed 
had not been approved by the Governor as of April 11. Those 
which had been included S. B. 2617, S. B. 2889, and S. B. 3127. 


Proposals for group health insurance for public school and 
community college employees will be received in early June 
and award made by July 1. The plan should be available and 
effective September 1 or the beginning of the academic year. 

The optional proposal of a self-funded program has received 
the requested experience data from four or five colleges. 

If you are interested in this option for comparison, have that 
requested data sent to The Trusty Company. 

This is the last of the weekly reports unless some action occurs 
in the extended session to amend or add to the Summary of Bills. 

I appreciate this opportunity to continue my association with 
you, your response and support when called on during the session, 
and the work that you and your staff do for the people of the 
State. Let me know if I may be of assistance in any way.

Effective July 1, 1991, unless indicated otherwise. 

Establishes Mississippi GAMING Commission to regulate schools 
that teach or train gaming employees.

Sixty students representing the best academic talent at the 
nation's two-year colleges are saluted today as the All-USA Ac¬ 
ademic Teams for Community and Junior Colleges, 

The 20 students on the first team, whose photos appear on 
this page, win a trophy and $2,500 from USA TODAY, Presen¬ 
tations are today in Phoenix, at the convention of the Ameri¬ 
can Association of Community and Junior Colleges, 

Twenty students each on the second and third all-USA 
teams are listed below, 

"Outstanding academic talent certainly is not confined to 
four-year colleges " says Tom Curley, USA TODAY president 
who will present the awards. "We recognize and encourage 
scholarly achievement wherever it exists" 

Similar All-USA Academic Teams offer national recognition 
and cash awards to outstanding students at other levels. High 
school winners will be announced May 15. The All-USA team 
for four-year colleges was announced in January. 

Today's winners were selected by panels of educators as¬ 
sembled by Phi Theta Kappa, honorary fraternity for students 
at two-year campuses. They were chosen from 391 students 
nominated by Lheir college presidents. 

Judges considered grades, activities in college and high 
school community and public service, academic honors and 
awards and faculty recommendations. Heavy weight was giv¬ 
en to a student's essay describing a highlight of the two-year 
college experience. 

First team members reflect the wide variety of the 5.7 mil¬ 
lion students at community, junior and technical colleges. 

Their academic majors range from biochemistry to dietet¬ 
ics; their career goats from lawyer to registered nurse. Their 
grades average 3,9 on a scale in which 4,0 means ail A's, 

Their SAT scores average 1300 (out of 16001 
Winners* ages range from 19 to 4S, averaging 29.5. Twelve 
are over 30. At least eight are parents. 

Several are using a two-year college as a launching pad for 
a new career. 

Christina Mixon says she got “the opportunity for a second 
chance" at Bristol Community College in Fall River, Mass. 
Now a bookstore clerk and substitute teacher, sbe f s aiming to¬ 
ward a medical degree and work in AIDS research, 

Kathleen Mayer, who calls herself a self-employed mother 
of five, is at Clackamas Community College in Oregon City, 
Ore., on a path to becoming a high school English teacher. 

Leslie Hicks, a "fulkime mother and wife" who has been 
out of school 13 years, entered Rockingham Community Col¬ 
lege in Wentworth, N.C., to become a registered nurse. 

Robert Larsen, who puts Sinclair Community College in 
Dayton, Ohio, on the first team for the third straight year, was 
a free-lance photographer until disabled by a back injury. He 
entered Sinclair to study accounting, says he was so inspired 
by an economics professor named John Burke that he now 
wants to gel a master's and leach in college. 

“I may never he as theatrical an instructor as John Burke," 
Larsen says, ‘but if I can reach just one student as he has 
touched me, l will consider my career a success."
